The plant x7 ws to 
a height of abovt four feet, and its 
branches are thickly covgred with 
small leaves and studded with tiny

The entire plant, stalk and 
branches, is ent within a few inches 
of the root and laid out in the sup 
to dry. The branches are then rub- 
bed to separate the seeds, and these 
in turn are ground into a fine power, 
which constitutes the drug. The drug 
has the power of producing sleep and 
producing pleasant and. fantastic 
dreams. Continued use’ of hashish 
renders its devotees wild and reck- 
less, and results in a complete wreck 
of their mental and physical consti- 
tution.

Peasants In Valais, Switzerland, 


Have Quaint Customs. 


Amongst the curious communities of 
the word, that of Valais, a beautiful 
cas.ton of Switzerland, certainly ranks 
as one of the most peculiar and inter- 
esting of them ali. It provides 4 
delightful picture of topsy-turvydom. 
From time immemorial the women 
have worn the “breeks’’ and perform- 
ed the manual «labor of the fields, 
while their lords and masters lounge 
their days away in ease. 

“What is more, the women are quite 
this inverted order of 
things, and are perfectly satisfied ‘if 
their husbands bréw the ‘herbs, fry 
the meat, and look after the baby, 
.while they .wrestle with the sterner 
duties of field and stable. 

And not only do the women of Va- 
leis wear trousers for convenience 
when working in the fields or tramp- 
ing after cattle, but also on Sundays 
“They have  better- 
looking ones for these occasions, I 
must confess,”” says Miss Van der 
Veer, in an irfferesting article pub- 
lished in The Wide World Magazine, 
“but they have no hankering for the 
treammels of skirts even during their 
courting hours.

| vances of recent science have been in 
| connection with the production of new

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Will Fly To Pole With Aero Fleet. 

Philadelphia. Undeterred by the 
j Jate of Andre; who sought the Worth 
Pole in a balloon, George E. Nitzsche, 
head of the department of publicity 
of the university of Pennsylvania, is 
making preparations for a similar ex- 
pedition, but it will be made along 
novel lines. 

Both balloons and aéroplanes may 

‘ employed by the explorer in an 
jattempt to reach the goal.

A FLAW IN THE LENS. 


The Loss of Time and Money Involved 
In This Scientific Tragedy. 

Probably few persons took inuch in- 
terest ig the annouhcement that a flaw 
had been discovered in the great 100 
inch lens for the Mount Wilson reflect- 
ing telescope. To scientific men this 
was no less than a tragedy, since it 
means an expense of $50,000 and a de- 
lay of a year, with the possibility that 
the second effort will be no more suc- 
cessful. ® 

It is doubtfal if many persons, ever 
saw a reflecting telescope, When the 
term telescope is used we naturally 
think of an instrument with a long 
“barrel” and lenses at each end, These 
are the most common, but are not in 
many cases the most useful. They 
i have defects which Cannot be remedied 
in our present state of knowledge, and 
they have limitations put upon them 
by nature which perhaps may never be 
overcome, But the reflecting telescope, 
consisting of a single lens placed hori- 
zontally and without any “barrel,” is 
in many respects the tore useful in- 
strument for astronomers, although it 
also has its drawbacks. ~ 

In this instrument the light falls di- 
rectly on the lens and is reflected back 
to a foeal point, which is distant from 
the lens according to its diameter. It 
is open to the objection that the light 
reflected back interferes with the fall- 
ing rays, but ingenuity has overcome 


effective instrument of this sort is at 
the Yerkes observatory, but the one 
planned for Mount Wilson is to be 
ore than twice as large and much 
larger than that of Lord Rosse, which 
was so famous fifty years ago. 

The difficulty in constructing a lens ‘ 
more than eight feet in diameter arises 
from the fact that the glass must be 
absolutely flawless, or as near so as 
human skill can make it. To make 
such a lens is a long, expensive and 
difficult process, and many failures in- 
evitably result before success is 
achieved even for small lenses. If the 
100 inch lens is finally turned out nor- 
mally perfect, we shall have an in- 
strument which will greatly add to 
our knowledge of the universe about 
us. It is an interesting fact in this 
connection that for several generations 
the best glass has been made in 
France, but the best workmanship in 
grinding the lenses ‘is done in this 
country. The latter work is so deli- 
eate and difficult that it requires al- 
most a sixth sense to accomplish any- 
thing like desirable results.—Philadel- 
phia Inquirer.

In 
that respect it is like many pipe or- 
gans in churches, the lower tones of 
which make the churches throb from 
floor to dome. The higher notes seem 
to penetrate better for short distances, 
while the lower ones carry better.— 
Louisville Courjer-Journal, 


Solar System on Exhibition. 

An exhibit that arouses much curios- 
ity at the American Museum of Nat- 
ular History, New York, is a model of |. 
the solar system, formed of electric 
light bulbs moving upon almost invisi- 
ble wires. This exhibit has recently | 
been improved. The sun is now rep- 
resented by an illuminated globe three 
inches in diameter, The orbits of Mer- 
cury, Venus and the earth and a part 
of the orbit of Mars are included in 
the large foyer on the ground floor. 
Parts of the orbits of Jupiter and 
Saturn and the remainder of that of 
Mars stretch across adjoining halls. 
The planets are moved along their 
wire orbits from day to day and glim- 
mer like stars in the air. — Youth's 
Companion.

Romance of a Royal Legacy. 

A poor woman’s act of kindness has 
brought an unexpected reward under 
a romantic legacy which a King of 
England granted to a subject over 
250 years ago. ; 

The story of the legacy’s origin is 
famous. Flying from the Battle of 
Worcester, in 1651, King Charles II, 
was hidden from the pursuing sol- 
diers amid the foliage of an oak tree 
by a farmer named Richard Penderel.

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VAGARIES OF VOLCANOES, 


Scientists Have a Hard Time Predict- 
ing What Will Happen Next. 


There is no more contradictory 
thing in nature than a volcano. 
heat is incalculable, yet ice formed 
tipon it may remain intact, even un- 
aerneath streams of lava. This has 
occurred on Aetna, where an ice-sheet 
formed from melted snow was covered 
with molten lava without disappear- 
ing. The lava congealed, leaving the 
ice intact beneath it in the shape of 
a stratified bed, much the same as 
the extraordinary formation known as 
“stone ice,”’ which underlies the later 
rocks of the Lena Peninsula and of 
the New Siberian Islands. 

Something of the same kind exists 
almost within the crater of Teide, the 
stillemoking vent from which the 
last eruption of the Peak of Teneriffe 
took place. There, within a cavern 
blown by some outburst of white hot 
gases, is a pool of water frozen al- 
most solid, with huge icicles pendant 
from the still warm rocks above. The 
ice thus creatéd in-«the very heart of 
the fiery mountain is a luxury eager- 
ly ‘sought after in the semi-tropical 
heat of the island. So aleo are the 
snows of other volcanic peaks; but 
these owe their existence—which is 
seldom constant—to the mountains’ 
height’ rather than to any freak of 
subterranean forces. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note that the volcanic mud baths 
of the Medocino district of California 
are not boiling, as one might expect, 
but icy cold. During the terrible 
eruption in the North Island of New 
Zealand, the same peculiarity appear- 
ed, hot and cold springs appearing 
there close together. 

The causes of this phenomenon are 
‘obscure, which is not now the case 
with that of the strange, rounded 
balls, like boys’ marbles magnified 
many times, thrown out by some _vol- 
canoes. The Neopolitans call those 
ejected by Vesuvius “ciottoloni,” and 
where the fashion of their making is 
not understood, they are still regard- 
ed with superstitious reverence. Th 
are, however, simply boulders wit 
which the voleano has been playing, 
as a stream might play with the
